The letter, w rtten on type­ 
writer, is vicious and from its con­ 
tents we judge that a warm cam ­ 
paign is on in that p art of the goob 
er state. 
The post-m ark on the en 
velope is very dim and even undei 
a strong spy-glass it was impossible 
to m ake out the nam e of the town 
in which the letter was mailed.

Hingham is also in receipt of a letter 
from Georgia parties, in which the 
clerk is requested to refuse to give 
any information about Mr. Davis’ 
trial in the district co u rt here.

MORE MALES THAN| 
FEMALES IN TEXAS 


There are 6.9 per cent more males 
in Texas than females, according to 
a division of the population announc­ 
ed by the bureau of the census at 
Washington. 
The number of males, 
according to the 1920 enumeration 
in Texas, was 2,409,224, W'hile the 
females numbered 2,254,004. 
The 
ratio of males to females decreased 
slightly, compared with the ten-year 
period previously, when the excess 
number of males wras 7.4 per cent, 
the same ratio beme recorded for 
1900. 
The number of women, compared 
with men. in Oklahoma has steadily 
decreased 
during 
the 
last 
thirty 
years. 
The last enumeration reveal­ 
ed 1,058,044 males and 970,239 fe­ 
males, or an excess of males of 9 
per cent. 
Then years ago the male 
excess for the state was 13.7 per 
cent, and in 1900 it was 15.3 per 
cent. 
The continental United States the 
number of males was 53,900,376 and 
females 51,810,244, or an excess of 
4 per cent in males. 
For the last 
IOO years the ratio has been about 
the same, the highest excess for 
males having been In 1910, when it 
was 6 per cent, and the lowest in 
1870, when It was 2.2 per cent. The 
condition is due to the fact, says the 
census bureau, that the total popu- 
ation includes a considerable number 
of foreign born, among when the 
males greatly outnumbered the fe­ 
males. 
The preponderance of males 
over females for the last census ap­ 
pears for every state in the union, 
except Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New York, North Carolina, Georgia 
and Alabama shows a far greater ex­ 
cess of females than appears for any 
state, its ratio being 87 to IOO.

czar. 
It 
was 
Peter the Great who In 1728 lilt upon 
the title of “czar of all the Hussias.” 
The title of grand duke was started 
at Keif In Russia, proceeding from 
th^jrf to Germany. 
“Bey* was once a greater title than 
“sultan.” 
It has now disappeared. 
"Sultan” means merely “mighty man.” 
The title of “majesty” by which the 
ex-kalser was known to his court and 
subjects 
was 
first 
adopted by the 
Roman emperor. Diocletian. Louis XI. 
of France was the first European king 
to use it and Henry VIT. was the 
earliest English ruler to be addressed 
as “Tour Majesty.” 
For the present 
king of England the title “sir” is *utti- 
eient. 


Edmonton, Alta.—Search for a lost 
river—a rivar of gold—will be tinder 
taken this year by several prospector!, 
including old-timers from the Yukon 
and Alaska, who are now here outfit­ 
ting for the long Journey into the 
north country. 
This lost river bed, 
where the Peace river once flowed, is 
somewhere in the 
big 
bend of the 
Peace, bisected by a line drawn from 
Fort Sr. John to the mouth of tho 
Battle river. 
Some years ago an Indian brought 
into Fort St, John a fair-sized gold 
nugget which, according to the tale 
told by old-timere of the north, he dis­ 
covered In a stream In tile country to 
the northeast of the post. 
Soon aftor this an old trapper, a 
white man, who made Fort St. John 
hit headquarters, came into the fort 
with a quantity of coarse gold which 
be had washed from some stream In 
a similar direction to that from which 
the Indian hailed. 
He never visited his trap lines after 
this, living on the fat of the lund In 
carefree idleness at 
the post. 
He 
often disappeared, whenever his sup­ 
plies 
of 
necessaries 
ran 
low, 
and 
would he away for a few days, always 
returning with a fre®h supply of gold. 
This aged trapper lived In this man­ 
ner for a number of years. 
He died. 
as many trappers and north country 
men have, on the trail. His body was 
found frozen. 
With birn went his se­ 
cret. he never having told to anyone 
the location of his find. The books of 
the Hudson’s Bay company still con­ 
tain a large credit account in the name 
of the old trapper. 
Northmen, who tell the story of the 
mystic El Dorado north of the Peace 
river, declare that the gold was only 
available after a heavy fall of snow, 
with which the old fellow apparently 
washed his mineral. From an analysis 
of the circumstances generally, it is 
thought that the place from which the 
gold ''ti- taken wag some old river bed 
where the Peace river once flowed, but 
whether the story is correct or not re­ 
mains to he proved 
Prospectors,

The news of Judge Robert E. Cars­ 
w ell’s death, 
which was heralded 
over the town early Monday morn- 
in, brought sorrow to all Decatur cit- 
izens. 
Mr. Carswell seemed to be 
in good health and when he arose 
Monday morning he* stated to his 
wife that he was feeling good, fol­ 
lowing his usual physical exercise, 
which he had been taking for several 
weeks. 
W hile down stairs in the 
dining room he had an attack of 
heart failure and fell to the floor. 
He called to Mrs. Carswell, who was 
up stairs, to come to his assistance. 
Mrs. Carswell rushed down stairs and 
found the judge lying on the floor, 
and assisting him to his room she 
called the fam ily physician, Dr. J. J. 
Ingram. 
After reaching his room,] 
Judge Carswell remarked to his wife 
that he could not stand another at­ 
tack like the one he had just ex­ 
perienced. 
As Dr. Ingram was en­ 
tering the yard in answer to the 
summons, Mr. Carswell breathed his 
last. 
Robert E, Carswell was born in 
Georgia, February 12, 1853. He mov­ 
ed with his fa th e r’s family to Texas 
in 18 66, settling in. Panola countj. 
He attended the public schools of 
Carthage, and after graduating, went 
to a law school in Lexington, Ken­ 
tucky, in which he graduated in lit­ 
erary and law courses. 
In 1876 he 
was elected county attorney of Pan­ 
ola county. 
In 1881 he came to De­ 
rat i i i and tormed a law partnership 
with Col. Louis C. Sparkman. 
Upon 
the death of County Attorney Lee 
.Newton, Mr. Carswell was appointed 
county attorney of Wise county, to 
fill the unexpired term of Mr. New­ 
ton. 
He served two term s in this 
capacity. 
After quitting the county 
attorney’s office he formed a partner­ 
ship with Tully A. Fuller, and the 
firm ot Carswell & Fuller was one 
of the best known firms in this sec­ 
tion of the state. 
He served as spe­ 
cial district judge a number of times, 
and was Wise county’s representa­ 
tive in the legislature for two terms 
On December 24, 1879, Mr. Cars­ 
well was married to Miss Ella Trabue 
in Carthage, and to this union three 
children were born, all of whom su r­ 
vive. 
Trabue is in the legal depart­ 
ment of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, Robert is a prominent at­ 
torney in Dallas, and Miss Ruth is 
at home, 
Mr. Carswell was one of the most 
eminent attorneys in North Texas, 
and his reputation, both iii the civil 
and criminal practice, reached lo all 
portions of the state.

THE USE OF "ANV."

When the sentence first quoted la 
analyzed—that Is, taken apart tad ex­

critically—it 
seems 
to

that the youngest son ie brighter than 
tor, of course, hj is one, or 
any one, of the family. Sych a jU te- 
rnent is absurd, and to express clearly 
the meaning of the writer or speaker It 
*s necessary to insert some word or 
words (such as "other” or "the rest 
of ’) to show the comparison between 
the member of the family under dis­ 
cussion and the rest of the family.
